Melbourne Knights faced 
being the cellar-dwellers of the NSL. 

Yet just two games, read two victories, 
later, and the Knights’ prospects look 
much — much — brighter. 

The players are brimming with 
confidence, the crowds are increasing, 
sponsorship and revenue is up 
dramatically and the star of the show - 
new coach Vlado Vanis - is making 
his mark. 

Looking back, the Round 6 loss to 
South Melbourne might have been a 
blessing in disguise. It was following that 
game that then coach and club legend 
Josip Biskic stepped aside, opening the 
door for Vanis, who hasn't taken a 
backward step 

It has been learned that Vanis declined 
the assistant's role to “Biska” when it was 
offered to him earlier in the year. 

As the scason wore on, it became evident 
that Biskic was not the right man for the 
job. What the young and at times volatile 
squad needed was a disciplinarian who 
could maximise their potential. To say 
that Vanis is a disciplinarian is an 


understatement. Upon arrival at Knights 
Stadium he had just finished a one-hour 
closed-door meeting with the players 
where he blasted them for their dismal 
display against Perth Glory, and their 
general attitude. 
The announcement of  Vanis” 
appointment sent shudders through the 
Knights camp. 
By the end of his first week he had 
kicked down a sponsorship board, lost 
his voice and frightened the hell out of 
the players. Some say this was over the 
top. however the results speak for 
themselves: two victories so far against 
top-six sides, including second-placed 
Sydney Olympic. 
ik his playing days Vanis was a 
tugged, tough-tackling defender, 
and he has carried on that attitude as 
coach. His coaching career began while 
playing for the Knights seniors, where he 
juggled his playing duties and junior 
coaching, which led to scnior coaching 
stints at St Albans, Western Suburbs and 
Chelsea. 
His big break came during his second 
stint at St Albans where he took the team 
from virtual obscurity to Minor Premiers 
in one season. 
Fittingly, he was crowned Victorian 
Premier League Coach of the Year in 
1998. That squad had three current 
Knights players: Jason Vukadin, Paul 
Magdic and Mark Silic.

Preston snapped him up the following 
season for quite a hefty sum, and it was 
nearly a case of deja vu as he lifted the 
lowly Preston to third place. 

“When I come to a club, I work as 
though I'm going to stay for 10 years or 
more,” said Vanis. 

Co there are 26 contracted 

players, although Hrvoje 
Matkovic, Steve Tillinger, Zlatko Maglic 
and Lance Plunkett will most likely be 
loaned to Premier League sides. Vanis 
has signed goalkeeper Eugene Galekovic 
and wants one more. He has offered 
Toyin Abbas a one-year contract and is 
awaiting the arrival of Croatian 
international Marko Prskalo for a three- 
week trial. 

“If there are good results on the field 
we won't need to bring anybody, but one 
or two experienced players would be 
welcome,” he said. 

Vanis is full-time with the Knights, 
although he admits it's difficult with 
some players working. But his sights are 
firmly set on full-time professionalism 
next season. He's content with the 
current squad. 

“We've got quality, but the players 
must believe in themselves and_ their 
teammates.” 

The win against Olympic was a 
“dream come true”, he says. 

Vanis commended the players.

here is a strong link between 
Croats and the Irish, both 
politically and socially, they say. 

“Celtic came from an Irish club, they 
do have sympathies towards the Croatian 
people, because they kind of went 
through the same sort of problems. 

“It's very similar to what the Irish 
went through with the British.” 

Politics aside, the connection between 
the Jock Stein Celtic Supporters Club 
and the Knights has been established. 
The search for a club to support in 
Australia is over for many of these 
bhoys. The outer or “the jungle” as some 
Celts call it is the place to be for a drink, 
a laugh, and a bit of atmosphere at home 
games.

“They showed me and _ the 
supporters that they can do the job 
against a fully professional outfit.” 

When Olympic scored first, many 
assumed that the Knights were dead. 
But Vanis believed otherwise. 

“There was a really big fighting 
spirit because I don't like it when 
players put their heads down, 
regardless of the score line. We went 
right to the final whistle and at the end 
of the day it paid off.” 

The players showed the same grit 
and determination last week against 
Wollongong as they clawed their way 
back from a 1-0 half-time deficit to 
record their second successive victory, 
the first time in two seasons. 

Vanis complimented the last home 
crowd, describing it as “an extra 
player”.
